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3 suspects in custody 

Romulus man charged in rape, murder-attempt 


The arrest Monday of a Romulus man 
completed the roundup by police of 
three suspects wanted in the rape and 
attempted murder last Wednesday 
night of a 17-year-old Wayne woman. 

Arrested Monday at the home of 
relatives in Wayne was Dana Joe 
Minkler, 24, said Det. John Lewis of the 
youth services and sex crimes unit of 
the Wayne County Sheriffs Dept. 

Thursday, police apprehended Philip 
Panik, 28, of Wayne, at his home and 
the third suspect who was released, 


apparently a case of mistaken identity, 
said Lewis. 

Saturday, Lewis said Jackie H 
Smith, 29, who gave Romulus as his 
address, was arrested at the home of a 
girlfriend in Wayne. 

The detective said all three suspects 
have been arraigned on two charges of 
first degree criminal sexual conduct 
and one charge of intent to murder. 
Roth charges carry a maximum sen- 
tence of life imprisonment. 

Minkler and Panik were arraigned in 
34th District Court in Romulus before 


Judge James Stone and placed under 
$100,000 bond each. Smith was 
arraigned in the out-county district 
court before Judge George Hammer of 
Garden City and was placed under 
$200,000 bond. 

Lewis said all three men failed to 
make bond and were lodged in the 
Wayne County Jail. 

Lewis said the three suspects are 
accused of picking up the young woman 
between 9 and 10 p.m. last Wednesday 
shortly after she left a pinball arcade 


near Van Born and Beech Daly roads in 
Dearborn Heights. 

The woman told police the trio drove 
into the countryside on dirt roads and 
took tjirns raping her. Lewis said the 
woman, who is less than five feet tall 
and who weighed about 90 pounds, was 
subjected to a severe physical beating. 

The detective said the three men 
drove to the area of Wear and Mar- 
tinsville roads in Sumpter Township 
and took the nude woman back some 
100 feet into the woods. One of the 


suspects then slit her throat with a knife 
or razor and left her to die, said Lewis. 

But, the victim recovered con- 
sciousness and went to a nearby house 
whose occupants called police. 

Lewis said the victim’s clothes have 
not been recovered. During her ride 
with the suspects, the young woman 
was repeated threatened verbally, said 
tlie detective. 

He said some 60 stitches were 
required to close the slash wound on the 
woman’s throat. Fortunately, the cut 


missed her jugular vein by a fraction of 
an inch, he said. 

The young woman is in stable con- 
dition at Wayne County General 
Hospital and is expected to make a full 
recovery, Lewis said. 

Lewis said that information supplied 
by the victim, coupled with an “intense 
investigation’’ by himself and Det. 
Norman Kohlstrand, resulted in the 
arrest of the three suspects.

Audit consultant says city's woes 
due to computer programming

Although the outlook is better, the 
programming furnished by the 
Burroughs Corp. is being blamed, 
rather than the B-80 computer itself, 
for most of the difficulties experienced 
by the city of Romulus with financial 
matters. 

“The software (programming) is 
still not what the city needs,” ex- 
plained Hugh Kolman, management 
consultant for Doyle Litt of Troy, the 
auditing firm under contract to. the 
city. 

Since first purchased by the city 
nearly two years ago, the B-80 has 
been unable to fulfill promises made 
for it by Burroughs. 

Monthly computer printouts needed 
by mayor and council for approval of 
city warrants totalling hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have not been 
forthcoming, resulting in “guess- 
estimates” of how much money the 
city has on hand at any given time. 

Also, Kolman explained that the 
monthly printouts are needed to 
complete yearly city audits. Recently, 
with the help of a second B-80'loaned 


to the city by Burroughs, all monthly 
printouts for the 1979-80 fiscal year 
were finished, Kolman said. 

When what he termed “fiscal year 
end adjustments” are applied, the 
audit for the last fiscal year will be 
done, he said, enabling work to be 
started on next year’s overdue city 
audit. 

An example of how work is 
progressing on the 1980-81 city audit 
was cited by Kolman. The July 1980 
printout, the first month for that fiscal 
year, was to have been completed on 
Jan. 9, but was not. When it will be 
finished, he added, “is hard to 
determine”. • 

Also hampering the city in its 
financial computations is the inability 
to get answers promptly from 
Burroughs. When answers are 
received late, work started with the 
wrong information often has to be 
retraced and completely redone, he 
said. 

“I’m not unhappy with the B-80,” 
said Kolman. “Rather, I am unhappy 
with the programming and response 
time from Burroughs.” 

He said he also believed that the 
amount of training given to city 


employes who operate the B-80 often 
was also insufficient. 

At the request of Burroughs, Mayor 
William M. Oakley recently named 
Raymond Cantrell, the city’s pur- 
chasing director, as liaison between 
Romulus and the company, a move 
Kolman feel will improve com- 
munications. Cantrell now will be 
known as the installation manager for 
the B-80, he said. 

Kolman was asked to comment on 
what part trouble with the B-80 played 
in the city’s current financial 
dilemma, namely being substantially 
in the red. 

“Trouble with the B-80 farther 
compounds the financial difficulties 
and shortage currently faced by the 
city,” said the management con- 
sultant. 

Doyle Litt, Kolman’s employer, has 
been asked to explain why it has not 
completed the 1979-80 city audit. The 
firm was scheduled to appear at last 
night’s council session. 

A motion passed two weeks ago by 
council stipulates that if Doyle Lit 
cannot satisfactorily explain its 
failure, the council will consider the 
current contract with the company 
null and void. 


Court to review 
city standards 

for sludge plant 

Pending approval by Romulus City Council, new standards worked 
out by the Planning Commission for sludge composting plants under 
M-2 heavy industrial zoning will be forwarded to a Wayne County 
Circuit Court judge. 


The judge last month adjourned a 
lawsuit brought by DetRo Recovery 
Products against the city of Romulus to 
give; time for establishment of stan- 
dards for such plants by the city. 

DetRo filed suit to seek a court order 
that would direct Romulus to approve 
construction of a sludge composting 
plant east of city hall on a 38-acre 
parcel. The suit followed the Planning 
Commission’s ruling that DetRo 
preliminary site plan was rough and 
incomplete and that the city had no 
standards for such plants. 

At this point, the judge adjourned the 
case after the city of Romulus, asked 
for time to come up with new standards 
and bring them back to the trial. 

With four members absent, the 
Planning Commission Thursday by a 5- 
0 vote approved the new standards and 
will send them on to city council. 

At the hearing last week, DetRo 
objected to the new standards. 

The company also is suing the city of 
Romulus to appeal a Planning Com- 
mission ruling that forbids construction 
of th* proposed plant on a 133-acre 
parcel of land south of Ecorse Road and 
west of the C & O Railroad line. 

The planning body ruled that the 
plant could not be built on the larger 
tract because it is zoned M-l light in- 
dustrial. Further, it indicated that the 
land should be zoned M-2. 

When DetRo got the Planning 
Commission’s ruling on the smaller 
land parcel already zoned M-2, it went 
to court. 

Motion to approve the new standards 
at last week’s Planning Commission 
meeting was made by Midge Prybyla 
and seconded by Wayne Avery. 

The new standards would permit 
sludge composting as a permitted use 
after special approval within the M-2 
zoning classification. 

Included in the new standards are: 
minimum site size of 35 acres ; 2,640 feet 
from residentially zoned district, major 
medical facility, nursing home or 
senior housing project; 1,320 from such 
facilities as senior recreation centers, 
public meeting halls, churches, schools 
, or libraries; 300 feet from any RC, C-l, 
C02, C-2, 0-1, or BT zoning districts; all 
processing, treatment, unloading, and 
final product storage shall be in a 
completely enclosed building; all 
structures, parking areas, rentention

Cable TV 
committee 
to hear 
experts 

The newly-appointed Romulus Cable 
TV Ordinance Committee will meet at 
7:30 p.m. Feb. 2 with the first of 
several cable TV consulting firms it 
will interview before selecting one to 
work in the city's behalf. 

The committee is following through 
on a request by the city council to pick 
a cable TV consultant to help draft a 
cable TV ordinance for Romulus. 
Previously, the committee had asked 
council for the authority to hire such a 
consultant. 

Treasurer Beverly McAnally, 
committee chairman, said the group 
has contacted cable TV consulting 
firms throughout the nation, including 
Lansing, San Francisco. Washington, 
D C., and New York City. 

Most helpful to the new committee, 
she said, has been state Sen. Kerry 
Kammer. The senator has provided 
the committee with names of cable TV 
consulting companies and information 
on the new entertainment medium. 

Sen. Kammer currently serves as 
chairman of the Senate Special 
Committee on Cable TV and Govern- 
mental Activity/Informational 
Telecasting. 

McAnally and Dennis Davidson, 
committee member, and director of 
the Romulus Recreation Dept., are 
working to set up additional in- 
terviews with cable TV consulting 
companies. 

Names of selected companies will be 
submitted to city council with the 
committee’s recommendation. Once 
hired by the city, the consulting 
comapny will aid in drafting a new 
cable TV ordinance for Romulus, 
including a franchise agreement for 
the cable TV firm picked to build the 
local system.

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Helps teach school kids traffic safety 


Officer Ollie's a puppet . . . but he's no dummy

Officer Ollie is a puppet — but he's no 
dummy. 

The “rookie” in the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department actively helps Ed 
and Dan teach traffic safety to school 
kids.-. . 

Ed and Dan are Deputy Edwin 
Rasmussen Jr. and Sgt. Dan Kerber of 
the department’s Traffic Safety Unit 
who are actively engaged in a program 
to educate youngsters in ways to 
protect themselves in case of 
emergencies. 

Ollie joined the force six months ago 
Actually, it’s more correct to say that 


Ed brought him into the department 
and assigned him to the traffic support 
unit. Ollie, a dark-haired, round-eyed 
puppet in Sherriff Deputy’s uniform, 
fur cap and badge, came from 

California , . ... . . 

And he brought his friends with him 

— and some of them are dummies. Ima 
Nutt, for instance, follows the 
significance of her name and is part of 
the puppet program who tells children 
what NOT to do in case of fire or other 
emergency. Then there’s Eddie (who is 
sometimes called Danny in other skits 
on the cassette tape programs), a 
racoon, a Chicano man and an Afro 
man. 

All these puppets help Ed and Dan as 


they travel to various schools in the 
Plymouth-Canton School District to 
instruct Kindergarten through sixth 
graders what to do for better traffic 
safety or in case of emergency 

Rasmussen, a light-haired deputy of 
33, has been with the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department 11 years, the past 
two with the Traffic Safety En- 
forcement Unit. The Canton Jaycees, a 
group he’s belonged to for the past five 
years, bought the six puppets for $513 
six months ago. 

“I went before several business 
people in the Plymouth and Canton 
area to get financial support for the 
traffic safety program,” Rasmussen 
said. 
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This rookie 's safety-conscious

Cable TV groups seeking franchises 
in Inkster, beware, City Council went 
on record “directing any -and all per- 
sons, firms or corporations seeking to 
or bidding upon the proposals for cable 
television not to contact any menber of 
the City Council during any of the 
bidding period.” 

Council unanimously approved the 
resolution to thwart any overly- 
ambitious cable TV firm from at- 
tempting to win franchises by offering 
bribes and or other lucrative gifts. 

According to recent newspaper 
stories, prominent city officials, 
couneilmen and key people in neigh- 
boring communities have been offered 
bribes by cable TV firms for their in- 
fluence. 

Wylie Williams, city manager, in- 
formed council Monday night that to his 
knowledge no city official has been 
approached by any representative of a 


cable TV firm for the purpose of ob- 
taining a favorable vote. 

Absence from Monday night’s 
proceedings were Mayor William 
Daniels and councilman Willie Johnson 
who were invited to Washington D C. to 
attend the Inauguration of Ronald 
Reagan as 40th President of the United 
States. 

Inkster recently passed a cable TV 
ordinance and will be asking cable TV 
corporation to bid on installing systems 
in the city. 

Most cities in the area are con- 
templating on installing cable TV. 
Romulus, Wav'ne, Westland, Dearborn, 
to name a few, have been listening to 
representatives from cable TV, but 
have not yet awarded franchises. 

The council’s “No Contract by Bid- 
ders for Cable Television” resolution, 
approved by Inkster council Monday 
night reads, in part: that “whereas the 


city of Inkster has advertised for bids to 
provide cable television to the citizens 
of the city . . . and has hired consultants 
to assist in the preparation of bids and, 
whereas it is the desire of the 
legislative body to be contacted only by 
its staff personnel and consultants 
concerning these bids . . .** 

The resolution concluded that the 
Council . . . “hereby goes on record 
directing any and all persons, firms or 
corporations seeking to or bidding upon 
the proposals . . . not to contact any 
member of council during the bidding 
period.” 


In addition to the puppets purchased 
by the Canton Jaycees. six car 
dealerships — Massey Cadillac. Leo 
Calhoun Ford, Bob Jeanotte Pontiac, 
Dick Scott Buick, Lou LaRiche 
Chevrolet and Hines Park Lincoln- 
Mercury — each donated $100 for safety 
programs. 

Rasmussen has six film cassettes he 
shows students, including: “I Am No 
Fool With Safety,” “Careful With 
Strangers,” “Winnie the Pooh on the 
Way to School,” “Donald’s Fire Sur- 
vival Plan,” “Goofy over Safety” and 
“Study Prints to Reinforce Safety 
Lessons.” 

“We mainly use Officer Ollie, Ima 
Nutt and Eddie right now,” Rasmussen 
said. “We’ve only had the puppets since 
November and we’re still learning how 
to use them and coordinate their ac- 
tions with the cassette tapes. ” 

Kerber, 31, joined the department in 
1973 and served at the Wayne County 
Jail for six months before being 
transferred to the Road Patrol in 
December of that year. He became a 
Sergeant in August 1978 and joined the 
traffic safety unit shortly afterward 
He and Rasmussen work together, 
sometimes Kerber talking to the 
students about safety while Rasmussen 
works the puppets from behind the tiny 
blue curtained theater labeled with the 
words: “Courtesy of Canton, JC’s.” At 
the next program, Kerber will be 
manipulating Officer Ollie and sidekick 
Rasmussen will ask questions about 
traffic safety to the kids. 

One of their most recent programs 
was at Hulsing School in Canton, 
an elementary school in the Plymouth- 
Canton School District. Teacher Ann 
Debien had her 22 second graders sit 
quietly while Officer Ollie poked his 
head over the blue curtain and sang a 
song about safety. The kids laughed and 
giggled — but they listened, and they 
got the message. 

It was hard to tell whether Ollie was 
more bug-eyed than the kids or not. 
Their eyes were glued to the top of the 
blue curtain and later, while walking 
back to class, they couldn’t help but 
peek around to see what was behind the 
blue curtain theatre. 

Calls are coming in more and more 
frequently now from school teachers 
and principals asking Rasmussen if 
Officer Ollie can talk to a group of their 
students. 

“We’re trying to put one Sheriff’s 
Deputy in each school district teaching 
traffic safety to the students there,” 
Kerber said. “But right now, Ed is the 
only one we have and I help him every 
time I can. He’s mainly assigned to the 
* Plymouth-Canton School District, but 
he will go to any school district in 
Western Wayne County to teach traffic 
safety to the kids.” 

Rasmussen originally got the idea of 
using puppets to teach traffic safety 
from a program in California. 

“A puppet program has been used by 
the San Diego Sheriff’s Department for 
some time and has proven to be very 
successful out there,” said the Canton 
resident. “As far as I know, this is the 
first time that teaching traffic safety 
has been done with puppets by police 
officers in Michigan. 

Rasmussen and Kerber plan to ex- 


pand their safety programs, but right 
now’ the puppets include mainly traffic 
safety on bicycles, skateboards and 
rollerskates. The puppets were pur- 
chased from Puppet Productions in 
California and Rasmussen and Kerber 
were like kids with new’ toys when they 
first tried to learn how to manipulate 
them. 

“We just got them in November,” 
Rasmussen said “We trained in front 
of each other, in front of a mirror, in 
front of our kids....” 

Kerber broke in with, “But our 
biggest test was at a small card party in 
front of our friends. We did our 
program for them and we felt if we 
could take all their jesting and good- 
natured razzing, we were in good 
shape ” 

Rasmussen was more or less drafted 
to be head of the traffic program by Lt. 
Ron Brown. “I was recuperating in the 
hospital from an accident when Ron 
asked if I would accept the challenge. I 
really was enthused at the opportunity 
and things are really going well with 
the safety program,” he said. “I told 
him I would take it part-time, but it's 
developed into a full-time job. 

And many times Rasmussen works a 
10-hour day, the last two hours on his 
own time, volunteering to help others. 
“I’m not joking when I say I would do 
this safety program for no pay at all, if 
necessary,” Rasmussen declared. 

In fact. Rasmussen may just face 
that possibility. 


Some 280 County Sheriff’s deputies 
are scheduled to be laid off unless a 
judge rules in their favor in an up- 
coming court case. When Rasmussen 
went to various businesses and service 
organizations, he was asked that 
question. ^ 

“I guaranteed them that the program 1 

would be carried on regardless what * 

happened to the traffic unit,’ Jj 

Rasmussen said. Others donating 16 
mm safety films are the Plymouth 
Jaycees: "Emergency Driving 

Maneuvers”; Plymouth Rotary: 
"Myths of Shoplifting ” ; Canton 
Rotary: “Understanding Alcohol Use 
and Abuse” and Meijer’s Thrifty 
Acres: “The Rip-Off.” 

“We have safety programs geared to 
individual classes from K-through-6th 
grade and we’ll be happy to go to any 
school in any school district in Wayne 
County — all they have to do is call 721- 
2222 or 561-5880 and ask for Deputy Ed 
Rasmussen or Sgt. Dan Kerber or 
Officer Ollie,” Rasmussen laughed. 

Rasmussen and Kerber are a pair of 
good-natured policemen who take a lot 
of kidding about working with a dummy 
— Officer Ollie — in their quest to make 
school students more informed on 
traffic safety. 

Don’t worry, though, they are well- 
trained to handle all wisecracks. 

But if you have any trouble 
recognizing Officer Ollie from 
Rasmussen and Kerber, Ollie is the one 
without the mustache.

(Continued from Page A-t) 
basins, or facilities must be 100 feet or 
more from the front property line; a 
six-foot decorative masonry wall or a 
five-foot landscaped earthen berm 
parallel to and along front property 
line; preparation of and submission for 
review to the city of an in-depty en- 
vironmental impact assessment. 

Delay by the city of Romulus in ap- 
proval of a sludge composting plant 
could cost the community up to $700,000 
a year, according to Jim Murphy, vice 
president of DetRo Recovery Products 
of Detroit. 

Murphy said DetRo is “amenable” to 
negotiating now' with the city before 
conclusion of a lawsuit which the 
company has brought over a delay in 
site plan approval for a 38-acre piece of 
land it has under option east and south 
of city hall. 

However, it the city grants DetRo 
permission to build its proposed plant 
on a 133-aore site southwest of the C & O 
Railroad line and Ecorse Road, he said 
the company would agree to pay 
Romulus a specified amount for each 
truck load of sludge transported from 
Detroit. 

The money would come from 
provisions of a license granted by the 
city to DetRo, Murphy indicated. 

However, he warned that if the city 
loses the lawsuit on the smaller site and 
DetRo builds the plant near city hall, it 
would be under no obligation to give the 
city anything. 

Murphy said time is of the essence for 
DetRo. In addition, he explained, both 
sides are spending thousands of dollars 
on legal fees that could be avoided. 

DetRo proposed to build a plant that 
would transform human and industrial 
sludge from Detroit into commercial 
fertilizer. The sludge comes into 
Detroit from 76 outlying communities, 
including Romulus. 

But, the city Planning Commission 
ruled that the larger parcel’s M-l light 
industrial zoning would not permit 
sludge composting operations, and 
should be zoned M-2 heavy industrial 
for such an application. 

DetRo then concentrated on the 
smaller parcel near city hall already 
zoned M-2, but the Planning Com- 
mission delayed action stating the 
company’s preliminary site plan 
request was rough and incomplete and 


that the city had no standardsd for M-2 
zoned land. DetRo then went to court. 

At the city’s request, Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge George Roumell 
adjourned the case and allowed 
Romulus time to work out new stan- 
dards for M-2 zoned land. The case will 
next be heard Feb. 23. 

But, Murphy feels confident that his 
company will win the case and will be 
allowed to build next to city hall. He 
indicated, however, that DetRo’s first 
choice is the larger land parcel w r est of 
the railroad. 

“It doesn’t make much sense for the 
land next to city hall to be zoned heavy 
‘industrial and the land next to the 
railroad to zoned industrial,” he said. 
“It’s a case of poor zoning by the city.” 

He explained that if DetRo wins the 
case on the smaller parcel, it will not 
want to negotiate at that point. 

By negotiating now and permitting 
the larger parcel to be rezoned M-2, 
DetRo can build its plant and the city 
can realize up to $700,000 annually from 
the operation, he said. 

Murphy said he had been told that the 
new' standards adopted last week by the 
Planning Commission and sent on to 
City Council for approval will not be 
considered for use on the M-2 zoned 
smaller parcel near city hall. 

« 

He said he had been told that even 
Michael H, Feiler, the Farmington 
attorney hired by the city in the current 
lawsuit, admitted that the new stan- 
dards do not apply to DetRo’s smaller 
parcel. 

Murphy said DetRo’s lawyers believe 
that Judge Roumell will not order 
application of the new standards on the 
smaller M-2 zoned parcel because they 
were formulated after the company 
presented its site plan request. 

“It would be like changing rules in 
the middle of a game,” said Murphy. 

He said it was his understanding that 
DetRo’s desire to negotiate has been 
passed on to the city administration. 

Murphy said he had been told that it 
would normally take 90 days to rezone 
the larger site from M-l to M-2, but that 
it could be accomplished sooner. 

“I also understand that the city has 
indicated it would be a bitter pill to 
swallow if our sludge composting plant 
was built next to city hall,” declared 
Murphy. 


Taxpayers slow in 
paying winter taxes 


As of Jan. 10, the Romulus 
treasurer’s office had collected about 
38 percent of winter taxes. The 
response was termed “slow” by 
Treasurer Beverly McAnally. 

She said she expects a big rush in 
tax payments, including customary 
last-minute collections from local 
industrial concerns, before the Feb. 
28, 1981 deadline. 

Due to the immediate need for tax 
revenues by the local school district 
and other governmental units, 
McAnally said she is distributing their 
share of winter taxes to them “right 
away”. 

By law, she explained, she must 
disburse tax revenues collected by her 
office within 15 days after Jan. 10. 


“I feel that everyone is having a 
tough time financially, so I am sen- 
ding them their share of tax collec- 
tions as soon as possible,” said the 
treasurer. 

However, in about a year’s time, she 
explained, she hopes to delay such 
payments under a mutual agreement 
with the recipients of these tax 
revenues. 

The delay will enable the treasurer 
to invest the funds for the short term 
and realize a profit in interest for city 
coffers. 

In recent weeks, 'McAnally said she 
has made more than a half million 
dollars in interest for the city from 
other funds invested. 


Smiley's awards 


“It’s unbelievable,” declared the vice 
president, “that land surrounding city 
hall would be zoned heavy industrial. ” 
DetRo also filed an earlier suit ap 
pealing the Planning Commission’s 
ruling that M-l zoning on the larger 
parcel under option by the company 
could not be used to build a sludge 
composting plant. That case is still 
pending. 

“It’s incumbent upon the city leaders 
to make a decision now on the larger 
parcel if they do not want that plant 


next to city hall,” he said. 

Murphy said the larger site is the 
location of several old landfills. Gar- 
bage, trash and such items as the 
concrete and steel Ford Rotunda are 
buried underground and make it 
prohibitive costwise to install sewer, 
gas, electric and water lines through 
underlying soil for residential con- 
struction. he said. 

“That site is good for nothing except 
for an operation such as we propose,” 
he explained.

Townships can't 
close landfill, 
only state can

Regardless of what action Van Buren 
Township takes on renewal of a sand 
removal permit for Wayne Disposal, it 
has no authority to close down the 
landfill. 

If closed down, township residents 
could pay hundreds of thousands of 
dollars yearly for garbage and rubbish 
pickup and disposal now' provided free 
of charge by the landfill, township 
officials say. 

According to Hakim Shakir, 
southeast region supervisor for the 
state Dept, of Natural Resources 
(DNR), Public Act 641 of 1978 does not 
allow' local jurisdiction over landfill 
operations licensed by the state. 

Shakir, who works for the resource 
recovery division of the DNR, told Sup. 
Pat Cullin that local landfills are given 
a state permit to operate after they 
have complied with regulations and 
provision of the new state act. 

Only the state can close down a local 
landfill, the DNR supervisor explained 
to Cullin 

CUllin and the township board are 
under fire from a small group of some 
150 township residents, most of whom 
live in the Quirk Subdivision just east of 
Wayne Disposal. They want the 
township to deny renewal ol the land- 
fill’s sand removal permit in hopes of 
closing it down. 

At several previous meetings, the 
group has protested odors, excessive 
flies and possible contamination of 
water supplies in their area. However, 
county and state officials have given 
the landfill a clean bill of health after 
looking into the matter. 

At last night’s township board 
meeting the sand removal permit for 
Wayne Disposal w r as slated for 
discussion. But, Cullin told the En- 
terprise that denial of the saqd removal 
permit not only would not stop 
operation of the landfill, but it could end 
up costing the township for hauling 
garbage and trash to landfills outside of 
Van Ruren.

She explained that in return for 
giving Wayne Disposal a sand removal 
permit at a cost of $1,000 annually, the 
landfill’s owner, Mike Ferrantino 
provides free dumping for garbage and 
trash taken there by township trucks 
and private residents. 

Should Ferrantino take away that 
privilege, Van Buren would suffer 
financially, she declared. 

Friday, Ron Traskos, township 
auditor, said he has computed thatjj 
would cost Van Buren $239,000 to truck 
garbage and trash to the nearest other 
landfills in either Canton or Sumpter 
townships. 

Traskos said a breakdown showed: 
$50,000 in charges assessed for garbage 
and trash dumping by other landfills; 
$32,000 for labor and trucking costs; 
$12,000 for costs levied to private 
residents who would take garbage and 
trash elsewhere; $85,000 for one ad- 
ditional truck; and $60,000 for a three- 
man crew to operate the additional 
truck. 

Commenting that the township’s 1980- 
81 budget is projected to break even and 
that reductions in state revenue sharing 
make next year’s budget outlook bleak, 
the auditor said, “In my opinioa the 
township cannot absorb the costs 
discussed without incurring crippling 
deficit spending.” 

Traskos said it would be 
“unrealistic” for the township to be put 
in this position to deal with future 
problems. 

“Also, it is illegal for a township to 
deficit spend,” said the auditor. 

Traskos’ statements were echoed by 
Cullin. “The township does not have 
extra money to send its garbage and 
rubbish elsewhere, which means that 
our residents would have to contract for 
that service.” 

Traskos, who submitted his 
cost analysis to Cullin and the township 
board, recommended that "... the 
board should not withdraw the sand 
removal permit unless some means are 
established to provide the funds to pay 
for the increased cost of dumping or 
that the township trash and rubbish 
pickup is discontinued”. 

Commenting on the auditor’s cost 
analysis, Cullin said other ways exist to 
take care of garbage and trash pickup 
and disposal. 

‘Township residents could agree to 
create an assessment district, which in 
this case would have to be the entire 
township,” she said. “In this case, 
residents would pay for garbage and 
trash pickup and disposal in additional 
taxes or millage.” 

The supervisor explained that, in any 
event, denial of a sand removal permit 
to Wayne Disposal will cost township 
residents extra money and, most im- 
portantly, the landfill will continue to 
operate with the state’s blessing. 

Cullin said the auditor estimated 
additional costs to township residents to 
truck garbage and rubbish to a landfill 
outside of Van Buren could run over 
$400,000 a year 

Also, she pointed out, Wayne 
Disposal, if refused a sand remold 
permit could conceivably stockpile 
sand it takes out of the ground, label it 
"excess material” and get state per- 
mission to truck it elsewhere. 

Under the current sand removal 
permit. Wayne Disposal is allowed to 
dig out the sand to levels prescribed by 
the state and to sell it on the open 
market 

Under state regulations, landfills 
must dig out sand and soil to specified 
depths before material can be dumped 
into a claylined reservoir and covered 


New plant could generate 
$700,000 for city in new taxes 
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Based on number of calls 


Bell proposes new method of charging business calls 


Michigan Bell today proposed a new 
method of charging for local business 
calls in the state’s larger cities based on 
the number of calls customers make. 


the time of day they are made and how 
long they last. 

Charges for local business calls now 
are computed solely on the number of 


calls. 

Some 70 percent of the businesses 
affected by the proposal would save 
money, about 10 percent would break 



even ana zu percent would pay more. 

Of those who would save, the average 
decrease in local calling charges would 
be three to five percent a month. The 
average increase in local calling 
charges for those who would pay more 
would be about 10 percent a month 

Michael D. Robb, Michigan Bell 
district manager, said the proposal 
would not involve residence customers 
— nor is it designed to increase com- 
pany profits. 

Robb said the purpose of the new 
plan, submitted to the Michigan Public 
Service Commission (MPSC) for ap- 
proval, is to relate charges for local 
business calls more closely to the ac- 
tual costs of handling them and to give 
customers greater control over the size 
of their local telephone bills. 

Meeting scheduled 


Under the company’s plan, the 
charge for a local business call that 
lasts up to five minutes would be 
reduced to 6.8 cents. There would be a 
charge of 1.2 cents a minute after that. 
The present charge is 7.3 cents a call, 
regardless of its length. 

The plan also would introduce a 50 
percent discount for local business calls 
made anytime on Saturday, before 5 
p.m. on Sunday and after 11 p.m. daily. 

Under Michigan Bell’s proposal, 
about one month after MPSC approval, 
the company would begin timing local 
calls made by some 190,000 businesses 
in the Detroit metropolitan area and in 
other telephone exchanges with the 
largest number of phones in their local 
calling areas, Robb said.

State tourism spending 
hits record high in '80 


Tburists in Michigan spent a record $9.1 billion in 
1980 and in the process may have established a travel 
trend which will keep the state’s tourism industry 
healthy for years to come, reports Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

‘‘While sagging car sales, inflation and unem- 
ployment caused serious problems for much of the 
state’s economy, those same factors aided tourism 
"revenues as many vacationers eliminated more ex- 
pereive long-distance trips to vacation in Michigan,” 
stated Auto Club Touring Manager Joseph Ratke. 

“The trend to closer-to-home vacations was a year- 
long occurrence and resulted in Auto Club members 
requesting 9 percent more travel information on 
Michigan destinations than in 1979,” said Ratke. He 
added that routings to such popular destinations as 
Florida and Ontario, Canada were down in 1980 
compared with the previous year. 

In all, tourism expenditures in Michigan increased 
by $700 million, or 8 percent, over 1979. 

“Although inflation accounted for much of the in- 
creased spending, many Michigan tourism attractions 
had a banner year,” Ratke explained. 

The Traverse City area recorded its best year ever 
with tourism business up nearly 12 percent over the 
previous year. Business also was up on Mackinac 
Island, where the Grand Hotel had a record 95 percent 
average occupancy rate in 1980. 

Two popular Frankenmuth restaurants reported 
business up 18 percent over 1979 while the Kellogg Bird 
Sanctuary had nearly 15 percent more visitors last 
year. 

“While one segment of the vacationing public 
showed no reluctance to spend increased dollars lor 
quality vacation destinations, another segment sought 
ways to keep vacation expenses to a minimum, Ratke 
said. 

“One-day, low-cost family outings to beaches, parks 
and other recreational areas increased in popularity as 
budget-minded travelers looked for alternatives to 
more elaborate vacations,” he added. 

Detroit’s Belle Isle, which has no admission fee, 
attracted more than nine million persons last year, one 
million more than the year before. Oakland County 
parks attendance climbed 12 percent with more than 
one million visitors. 


Michigan’s Department of Natural Resources 
reported a 3 percent drop in attendance in 1980, but 
officials blamed the wet summer— not the economy— 
for the decline. It rained 12 of the 15 summer weekends 
at some southern Michigan state parks. 

The Michigan Department of Transportation 
reported an approximate 5 percent decline in vehicle 
miles driven in 1980, bu the number of passengers per 
vehicle increased. 

“Not only is car and van pooling increasing in the 
business community, but Auto Club is observing more 
group travel, with buses and recreational vehicles full 
of vacationers headed to one destination,” Ratke said 

Michigan’s ski resorts started 1980 on a dismal note, 
reporting profits down an estimated $48 million due to 
the lightest snowfall in over a decade in Lower 
Michigan, but concluded the year in high gear. In- 
creased snowfall in December helped most ski lodges, 
with 75 to 100 percent occupancy rates reported during 
the Christmas-New Year’s holidays. 

“Now that Michiganians and travelers from nearby 
states have redisovered the benefits of vacationing in 
Michigan, we anticipate them returning more often,” 
he said. "And, we expect Michigan tourism to have 
another successful year in 1981.” 


Public officials, state lawmakers and 
concerned taxpayers from throughout 
Wayne County will be gathering at the 
Wayne Community Center in Wayne 
tonight to find out, if anything, can be 
done to stop the 1981 State Equalization 
Valuation (SEV) by class from taking 
effect. 

The public forum, organized by 
Wayne officials, has been called to 
‘‘express our great concern about the 
legislation which will implement a tax 
increase in 1981,” Mayor Patrick 
Norton explained, stressing that of- 
ficials will “do everything in our power 
to encourage the legislature to amend 
or withdraw this legislation.” • 

Under Public Act 114 of 1979, tax 
assessments will be determined by 
class — residential, industrial, com- 
mercial and agricultural. The act in 
effects shifts the tax burden from in- 
dustrial and commercial concerns to 
residential in an effort to equalize 
assessments. As a result, residential 
tax bills will, in some instances, in- 
crease dramatically. In the City of 
Wayne, the hike will be 31.1 percent, 
while in neighboring Westland the 


increase will be 25.9 percent. 

According to Norton, officials and 
state representatives from Western 
Wayne County, including Senate^ 
Majority Leader William Faust whose' 
13th District covers a large part of the 
area, have agreed to be at the meeting. 

Norton also is urging concerned 
residents to attend, saying that their 
presence “will have a vital impact” on 
whether state law makers take action to 
halt Act 114. 

The Wayne City Council last week 
approved a resolution, committing 
themselves to do everything possible to 
get the legislature to amend or with- 
draw the act. 

The public officials forum will begin 
at 8 p.m. in the lounge of the Wayne 
Community Center, 4635 Howe Road at 
Annapolis, Wayne. 


larger areas already have switching 
equipment capable of “timing” local 
business calls — automatically 
registering the number of calls, time of 
day calls are made as well as how long 
they last. 

Over the next several years, Robb 
said, Michigan Bell gradually would 
expand timing to 10,000 more 
businesses in other larger calling areas 
as the company routinely installs ad- 
ditional modern equipment which, in 
addition to improving service overall, 
is capable of timing calls. 

Beyond that, as newer equipment 
goes into operation, Michigan Bell will 
seek in future proposals to extend 
business timing to the remainder of the 
communities it serves statewide, but 
not until 1985 or later, Robb said 

Most customers would benefit from 
Michigan Bell’s proposal since 85 
percent of all local business calls last 
less than five minutes, he said, adding 
that the average local business call 
lasts only about three minutes. 

“Obviously it costs less to handle the 
average call than it does those which tie 
up circuits for long periods,” Robb 
said. “We think it is fairer to charge 
less for shorter calls and to pass the 
savings back to customers.” 

He said Michigan Bell expects some 
businesses will take advantage of the 
lower rates available weekends and 
late at night when the telephone net- 
work has spare capacity to handle more 
traffic. 

“As businesses make more of their 
calls during these off-peak periods, we 
can reduce the long-term need to 
enlarge network facilities and save 
money for our customers and our 
company,” Robb said.

Small businesses - 


good for the country 


What is good for General Motors may be good for the country, the misquote 
goes, but what is good for small business? It’s about time small business awoke 
and flexed its muscles. 

The giants of industry have always been able to capture the attention of 
government, use elected officials to their advantage, and manipulate legislation 

through lobbyists for their benefit. „ , „ , . . , . . 

• small business has never enjoyed that luxury . Handcuffed by federal and j 

state regulations, small businesses usually are squeezed out of existence when 
the economy is bad, and overburdened with more than their share of taxes when 
times are good. 

And thanks to a series of conferences being held throughout the state small 
businesses have finally decided to speak out and plead their case. These forums, 
called by Gov. Milliken to “explore both the job creation potential of small 
business and the problems faced by the operators of small business,” have given 
the disillusioned small businessman a voice that needs to be heard. 

But, as in many cases, the voice should not be just words, but must be tran- 
slated into action in the form of eliminating som<* of the “red tape” that has 
strangled most of the business community who must fill one form after another to 
comply with federal and state regulations. 

Small businesses can’t afford to be snubbed if this country is to regain

When representatives from the small business communities meet in Lansing 
this May to discuss their findings, we urge the state and the legislature to listen.

The paradox of 


our economy 


If it is the destiny of the United States to go through another depression, 
recession, panic, or whatever other name the economists tag the situation we are 
in, it is apparent that a great many Americans will travel the road to the poor 
house in luxury this time. 

If the poorhouse is the destination the road there will be filled wiUi “fat and 
sassy Americans” riding the poorhouse road in a late model car and still enjoying 
comfortable hours, no-pressure work weeks, long vacations, pre-paid medical 
anddental bills, extra paid days off and a colored television set. 

We have reached the present economic valley because too many people are 
addicted to the theory that short hours, long vacations, paid days off, free this 
and free that are their just due and that productivity of the individual isn’t an 
ingredient in the recipe for economic growth. 

The greatest resource of all in making business and industry grow is talent — 
and too few are using talent. 

The Bibilical times a talent was a measure of money. One of the most widely 
known parables is that of the servants who were given respectively, 5, 2 and one 
talents. 

Today talents no longer mean coins. We now confuse talent with genius. There 
are only a few who can honestly carry the genius label. But we all have talents. 
Increasingly, though, few make use of the talents they do have. 

Talent means the ability to do a certain thing. A person has a talent for 
business, for installing plumbing, for the law, for medicine. That person has an 
aptitude for something. 

The man with genius is often inspired The rest of us have to work out our 
destinies by sweat — and there are too few of us sweating these days. 

If all of us, or even some of us, right here in our own community would begin to 
make the most of our talents how quickly the problems facing us would be solved 

Our problems of ecology, of war, of need, of dishonesty and crime are with us 
not because we don’t have the talents to solve those problems, but because we 
aren’t using our talents.

Inhumane destruction 


of animals

Governor Milliken has signed into law a bill I 
sponsored to prohibit the inhumane destruction of 
animals. 

The bill makes it unlawful for an animal control 
officer or anyone elese to kill an animal by means of 
a high altitude decompression chamber or elec- 
trocution. 

It is estimated that each year in Michigan more 
than 500,000 dogs and cats are destroyed at dog 
pounds and animal shelters because they are sick, 
injured, homeless or unwanted A considerable 
number of these dogs and cats are killed by means 
of high altitude decompression chambers. 

Once animals are placed in one of these chambers 
the air is rapidly withdrawn to create a vacuum. 
The effect is about the same as going from ground 
level to 55,000 feet in a minute or less. 

While those who use the chambers may claim that 
the animals lose consciousness quickly and do not 
experience pain, there is strong evidence to the 
contrary. 

Many reliable persons involved in animal welfare 
work and animals shelters are convinced that the 
decompression chambers are an inhumane way to 
destroy animals, that the dogs and cats killed in this 
way suffer considerable pain. 

One reason may be that the machines are not 
always maintained adequately or operated 
properly. Or, it may be that it is simply not possible 
for the machine to be used humanely, that the 
chambers are inherently inhumane. 

Other states have banned the high altitude 
decompression chambers, including Arizona, 


Maine, Massachusetts, Virginia, Maryland, 
California, Arkansas, Idaho and Tennessee. There 
had been considerable support in Michigan for 
prohibiting the use of the chambers. Similar op- 
position exists to the use of electrocution as a 
method of killing animals, even though it is far less 
common. 

The impact of the high altitude decompression 
chamber is not pleasant. The body cavities of the 
dogs and cats destroyed in this manner cannot 
withstand the rapid decompression. The effects this 
has on the chest cavity, sinuses and inner ear of the 
animal are bound to produce pain, not to mention 
terrible fear and bewilderment. 

Even if it could be argued that the chambers are 
humane, the fact that many of those in regular use 
do not meet the maintenance and operating stan- 
dards required of them would make them an 
inhumane method of destroying animals. 

What made the situation even worse is that 
practical alternatives to the chambers exist and 
already are in use. The method most commonly 
recommended by those who object to the chamber 
is the intravenous injection of sodium pen- 
tobarbital. This is a quick, painless and efficient 
method, and is now used by facilities in Detroit, Ann 
Arbor, Grand Rapids and in a number of other 
communities in the state. 

Those who use this method — some of whom have 
switched from the chamber — point out that it is 
easier on the workers, partly because it does not 
have the dehumanizing effect that comes from 
being separated from the animals at the time of 
death. For many workers, the chamber is un- 
pleasant to watch in operation and visually and 
odiferously unpleasant to empty and clean.

They're hope 
o i the future

Small business is at a crucial juncture — it 
can no longer sit idly by and let government 
strangle it and big business step on it. 

The man-in-the-middle is destined through 
economic circumstances to change from the 
meek and inherit the country. If small 
business doesn’t fill the void created by the 
vast layoffs in the auto and related industries, 
this state will house more than angry and 
frustrated crowds. , 

And the state has finally decided to listen to 
the people who are responsible for employing 
more than half of this country’s work force. A 
series of conferences and forums have been 
staged during the past 12 months on the 
needs of small businesses, and all of the in- 
formation will be reviewed in May during the 
Michigan Conferences on Small Business 
which Lansing and Gov. William Milliken will 
host. 

The reason behind all of this is "to draw 
attention that small businesses h 4 the 
greatest potential for solving the ills o* the 
Michigan economy," said David J. Willett, 
publisher of The Associated Newspapers and 
one of two local businessmen who were ap- 
pointed by Gov. Milliken last year to the 11- 
member state executive committee on Small 
Businesses. 

The committee is charged to supervise the 
district forums. Willett, along with Canton 
businessman Frank McMurray, recently 
attended the forum held at the Detroit Plaza 
Hotel where delegates were selected for ther 
state meeting. 

Willett feels that "small businesses can 
solve much of the economic problems this 
state is witnessing because it has the potential 
to create additional employment op- 
portunities, make capital expenditures and 
generate new businesses that will contribute 
to the state coffers through payroll taxes, 
personal property taxes and real estate taxes 
— among other things." 

But if “big business” can’t solve this staters 
economic problems, isn’t small business 
pursuing a mirage? One only has to look at 
the Economic Outlook’s special section in 
today’s edition to realize “that times are 
really bad.” 

“One can’t sit back and hope for change," 
Willett contends. "You have to work toward 
it. And small business desperately needs 
change in the form of less taxation, less 
regulation, less paper work. 

“Also, small business must be greeted with 
a new attitude at the state level from 
bureaucrats." 

Wiiiett and members of the small business 
community hope changes in state regulations, 
policies and laws will be the final result of the 
state conference.” 

With the auto industry on the brink of 
disaster, it appears that government is finally 
awakening to the fact that alternatives must 
be found to “put the people back to work." 

Old remedies have failed, economists have 
pointed out. Before the cancer of unem- 
ployment spreads deeper, some sector must 
find the prescription. Willett hopes it will 
come from the small businesses. 

“We hope there will be a new awareness 
and a perception by people in government, 
within the small business sector itself, as well 
as by the general public what tremendous 
promise small business holds for the future. 

"It’s a future which appears to include a 
declining dependence on the auto and related 
industries.”

Style handgun control 
-shot full of holes

Several recent, tragic murders of prominent citizens have again aroused 
national attention to handgun control. 

People whose deeply felt passions lie on either side of the controversy will be 
surprised to know that a wide range of laws are already on the books. Some of 
them have been there since 1919. 

According to an excellent analysis recently published by the U.S. Conference 
of Mayors (USCM), there are 20,000 statutes in 50 states and nearly every 
locality. They range from one that prohibits law-abiding gun slingers from 
shooting across the school yard to a Tennessee code that insists prospective 
firearms dealers receive a certificate of good moral character from the police 
. chief. 

Opponents point to past attempts at regulation and claim they don’t work. 
Proponents agree. They complain that present laws are literally shot full of 
holes, and that nationwide regulation of handgun trade — from manufacture to 
distribution and sale — has never received fair trial. 

Anne D. Garner of USCM believes that regionalism — not the loudly touted 
cry for civil liberties — is the mai n detgerrent to better enforcement or better 
laws. 

“Different regions have such widely varying degrees of tolerance for 
firearms ownership, sports and violence,” she says. “It is a cultural pattern 
that dates back to the beginning of our country and probably will preclude any 
national legislation from being effective — unless it stems from local grassroots 
effort.” 

In fact, Americans are so strongly divided over this issue that federal efforts 
at firearms control have always been crisis oriented. And the first crisis wasn’t 
even crime — it was the soaring cost of World War I. In 1919, Congress taxes 
firearms to replenish its dwindling war chest. Later, their constitutional right 
to do so was defined by the Supreme Court. In “McCry vs. the United States,” 
the judges rules that Congress not only had the power to tax firearms, it could 
do so merely to discourage sale. 

Congress’ effort to contain crime through gun control did not begin until 1927, 
when it prohibited interstate mailing of machine guns popular with gangsters 
like John Dillinger, who were terrorizing urban areas at the time. Thus, 
Congress also regulates gun traffic through its constitutional right to oversee 
interstate commerce, and these powers have also been thoroughly tested in 
court. 

Second Amendment Controversy 

On four occasions the Supreme Court has heard arguments over a disputed 
clause in the Second Amendment of the Constitution that reads: 

‘•A well-regulated militia, being necessary to the security of a free State, the 
right of the people to keep and bear arms, shall not be infringed.*’ 

While the phrases are convoluted and vague, the court issued an in- 
terpretation that was clear and to the point. It emphasized the collective right of 
the states to maintain militia as protection against encroachment by the federal 
government. The judges adopted a collective — and not an individualistic 
view. Thus, the Second Amendment does not guarantee a person the right to 
bear arms. The legal precedent is unassailable. 

And with its right to practise gun control established, in 1934 and 1938, 
Congress enacted legislation that prohibited sale of firearms to felons, drug and 
alcohol abusers. It imposed higher taxes and required dealers to keep accurate 
records. More importantly, it prohibited sales that violated local laws, clearing 
the way for the diverse local codes that exist today. However, authority to 
enforce the new act was never well funded. 

Only after assassination of two national heroes, Senator Robert Kennedy and 
the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., did Congress again attempt to legislate 
gun control. 

TTie Gun Control Act of 1968 limited interstate traffic to licensed dealers only. 

It increased the categories of people ineligible to buy firearms and prohibited 
importation of military weapons not suitable for sporting purposes, par- 
ticularly cheap “Saturday Night Specials.” 

Legal Loopholes 

The act has a number of loopholes: 

— It allows for importation of cheap gun parts. Now, in 49 states, there is a 
thriving cottage industry for assembling street weapons — legally. In one year 
alone. 687,000 handguns were made that way, according to Treasury Depart- 
ment statistics. 

— The 1968 act provides no mandatory minimum sentences for use of illegal 
firearms, although a judge can impose heavy sanction. Today Maryland. 
Massachusetts and New York are mong the few states that have mandatory 
minimum sentences. According to a recent follow up study of the 
Massachusetts law', the statute has lead to a decrease in the use of firearms 
during assaults, robberies and homicides, and a decrease in the total numbers 
of such incidents. 

— Third, although the 1968 law raised taxes, they are still not high enough to 
finance a thorough investigation of the background of every’ applicant for a 
dealer’s license. 

Some proponents of gun control want still stricter federal laws But even with 
new national legislation, it will still be up to local government officials to en- 
force them When criminals are jailed, state and local tax money pay for prison 
terms now averaging more than $12,000 a year per person. 

The efforts of two major cities are noteworthy. New' York City’s law features 
licensing and registration requirements for gun ownership, possession, pur- 
chase or carrying of weapons Although many localities have registration — or 
licensing — of one sort or another, New York’s is comprehensive. Applicants 
receive a thorough police check prior to receiving permission to purchase a 
weapon The state of New- York is also one of only five states that require the 
prospective owner of a handgun to demonstrate knowledge of its operation 
before obtaining a license 

Currently, only eight states require a license to buy a handgun Only 29 states 
require a permit to carry a handgun. Even in these states, rarely is information 
verified

Two women fight competitive odds at Wayne boutique

Can an unemployed auto worker and 
a part-time bookkeeper find success 
running a boutique in what was once a 
greasy spoon hamburger stand? 

Stay tuned, because Mary McNicol 
and Karen Dani are determined to 
make their first business venture a 
profitable one. However, these two 
attractive young entrepreneurs are not 
the stars of any soap opera. This is the 
real world and their Wayne boutique, 
LaPapillon, represents a chance to beat 
the odds. 

“We will not be a statistic,” declared 
Miss McNicol, acknowledging the fact 
that most small businesses are doomed 
to failure. “Staying power is very 
important and we plan to be here at 
least two years.” 

“The store’s name (LaPapillon) is 
French for butterfly,” she continued, 
“and we’re just starting out like a 
cocoon Someday we’ll break forth and 
become a butterfly.” 

Mary and Karen describe themselves 
as “clothes crazy” and it was this in- 
fatuation that prompted the opening of 
a women’s apparel shop last Novem- 
ber. The tiny, white brick building that 
houses their women’s and junior 
sportswear quickly reminds visitors of 


a hamburger outlet, which it once was. 

But once inside, the customer is 
greeted by tidy racks of jeans, skirts, 
blouses and slacks at prices that seem a 
bit peculiar. Signs reveal jeans at $7.99, 
skirts at $6 and slacks at $9 — jumpsuits 
at $23 rate among the most expensive 
merchandise. 

“You won’t find anything faddish or 
trendy, just stylish clothes,” said Miss 
McNicol, unemployed from her auto 
job. “Karen and I like to dress nice but 
you don’t need a lot of money to do it. 
We see slacks for $30 at bigger stores 
and think that’s crazy.” 

Equal partners in LaPapillon, Mary 
and Karen met nine years ago and 
began plotting and saving for their own 
boutique some time later as their 
friendship grew' Miss Dani, 28, 
graduated from St. Mary’s High and 
lives in Wayne, while Miss McNicol, 31, 
graduated from'Wayne Memorial High 
and resides in Taylor Both are single 
and rotate their days at LaPapillon 
(store hours are 10 a m. to 6 p.m. 
Monday through Saturday ). 

To date, sales volume has surpassed 
their expectations but the ow ners feel it 
will take another six months before 
they realize the store's potential. Right 
now the partners are busy combating 
two concerns of small businessmen — 
lack of funds and poor location. 

“We don’t have a lot of money but 


that’s why we re small businessmen,” 
admitted Miss McNicol, whose 
background also includes clothing store 
management. “Both of us have other 
sources of income — we can’t pay 
ourselves for the business. It would put 
food on the table but not gas in the car 
or clothes on our backs. 

“Our money is tied up in the business 
and the inventory,” she added. “We 
don’t have our life savings here 
though.” 

LaPapillon’s location, 35368 Main off 
Michigan Ave. in Wayne, certainly 
lacks the visibility of traffic at a mall 
site but as the ow'ners are quick to point 
out, “The price is right.” 

Unable to afford the overhead of a 
mall store, the energetic duo hopes that 
a combination of quality merchandise 
and low prices overcome the absence of 
a convenient site. 

“It takes time for a small business to 
gain credibility,” Miss McNicol ex- 
plained. “Some manufacturers won’t 
even talk to us because they won’t 
make that much money with us. And we 
certainly can’t afford buyers like the 
bigger stores so we do the shopping 
ourselves. 

“Our stock came from Nashville,” 
she noted, “from a warehouse we 
shopped We re expanding now to look 
for good buys in New York and 
Kalamazoo. And there’s a lot of politics 
involved — manufacturers will not let 
us sell clothes as low’ as we want 
sometimes. 

‘The public understands a good deal 
no matter w here it is. I think that’s why 
we’re starting to build up a base of 
customers in the Wayne area.” 

If that base expands, look for these 
extrepreneurs to fulfill another goal — 
the establishment of a second store. 
Naturally, that’s a ways in the future. 
The business at hand today exists off 
the main traffic flow' near downtown 
Wayne. 

“We’re are best customers,” laughed 
Miss Dani, who works as a bookkeeper 
and this day w^s clad in a red jumpsuit 
(Miss McNicol wore another 
LaPapillon special, a blue jumpsuit). 
“Our families have given us a lot of 
encouragement Our friends always 
seem to say after they’ve seen the 
store, ‘This is great but what you should 
do ...’” 

As for advice, LaPapillon’s 
originators say, “Don’t put any money 
into a business that you can’t afford to 
lose. Even some big operations 
( Federal’s and Korvette’s for example) 
can be forced to close up.” 

Will LaPapillon succeed where others 
have come up short? 

“Yeah, we’ll make it,” Miss McNicol 
smiled confidently. 

How can anyone tell the fate of 
LaPapillon in its infancy as a small 
business? 

“Call it women’s intuition,” she 
responded. The owners agreed on that 
point. 

Women’s intuition stacked against 
the odds facing fledgling business in a 
highly competitive marketplace. It 
sounds improbable, to be sure, but one 
gets the feeling that this cocoon just 
may be a butterfly someday. 


Home improvements 
can cut your tax bill

If you are like most 
Americans, your home 
probably constitutes 
your largest single 
asset. But beware: the 
sale of that home could 
result in your largest 
single tax bill. 

Fortunately. Con- 
gress has made 
some special provisions 
for t certain taxpayers 
who sell homes. For 
others, certain steps can 
help cut taxes. 

Generally, the sale of 
a home results in a 
taxable gain measured 
by the difference bet- 
ween the proceeds 
received upon the sale, 
net of selling expenses, 
and the owner’s cost 
basis — the price you 
paid for it. 

Aspecial rule allows a 
taxpayer who sells a 
home and buys another 
within 18 months before 
or after the sale, to 
postpone payment of the 
tax on the sale, at least 
until the second home is 
sold. This special rule 
applies only when the 


cost of the new home 
exceeds the sales price 
of the old home and does 
not apply to summer or 
vacation homes. 

The first $100,000 of 
gain on the sale of a 
home can escape tax 
entirely if you or your 
spouse are over age 55 
at the time of the sale. 
The home sold must 
have been your 
residence for at least 3 
years prior to sale. The 
$100,000 exclusion, 
however; may be used 
only once during your 
lifetime. 

Even those who do not 
qualify for these special 
rules can save taxes on 
the sale of a home. 

Careful record- 
keeping of the cost of 
all improvements made 
on a home during the 
period of ownership can 
save taxes. These im- 
provements increase 
the cost basis of the 
home, thereby 
decreasing the taxable 
gain. 

Examples of im- 
provements which you 
should be recording 
are: room additions, 


interior remodeling, 
and new- appliances and 
fixtures to be sold with 
the house. 

MAXIMIZING 

DEDUCTIONS 

The types of taxes 
which you may deduct 
on your tax return are 
real estate taxes, 
personal property 
taxes, state and local 
income taxes, and sales 
taxes paid during the 
year. 

Amounts withheld 
from your paycheck for 
state and local income 
taxes are deductible in 
the year withheld. 
Perhaps a majority of 
taxpayers understate 
their sales tax deduc- 
tion. This could happen 
if you use the IRS tables 
accompanying Form 
1040. 

To be sure that you 
are not among that 
majority, try another 
approach. Become 
familiar with the types 
of purchases subject to 
tax. It varies from state 
to state. Then go 
through your checking 
records for all checks

Where's the economy headed? 
Here 's one forecast for 1981 


(This economic outlook was provided 
for Western Wayne County residents 
by the investment firm of Merrill 
Lynch and refers to 1980 events and 
a forecast for 1981.) 

• 

At this time, the economy appears to 
be facing esentially two alternative 
courses. 

We assign the greater probability to a 
scenario in which growth of GNP w'ill 
average about l percent — close to flat 
— through the first quarter of 1981. That 
projection is based on a few’ key 
assumptions: 

1) A decline in exports as world 
economies slow and a recovery in 
imports as domestic consumption 
expands would eliminate any real net- 
export gain comparable to the one that 
contributed nearly 1 percent to growth 
of real GNP in the third quarter of 1980. 

2) Higher fuel prices that contribute 
to a rising rate of inflation in the fourth 
quarter of 1980 should put constraints 
on real consumption; first quarter 
consumption of non-fuel items would 
also suffer from increases in winter 
heating bills. 

3) The massive third quarter in- 
creases in transfer payments, which 
were linked to social security in- 
dexation and rising unemployment 
benefits, should be significantly 
smaller, which should tend to limit the 
increase in consumption. 

4) Business capital spending should 
drop further as a consequence of the 
continued decline in structures, high 
interest rates, and the lack of strong 
demand. 

5) Some retrenchment in housing 
starts should occur in the fourth 
quarter because 14 percent mortgage 
rates should discourage home buying. 

Consumer purchasing power should 
improve somew'hat in the first quarter 
of 1981 as the result of continued em- 
ployment gains and some slowing of the 
inflation rate. Nevertheless, the 
enormous increase in social security 
taxes and the negative effects of in- 
come-tax bracket creep could put 
severe constraints on consumption. 

We estimate that the tax rate will be 
close to 60 percent on the first-quarter 
increase in earned personal income, 
excluding transfer payments. First- 
quarter interest rates are likely to be 
below the level of the fourth-quarter, 
but still high enough to discourage any 
significant increase in residential in- 
vestment. 

Scenario 1 indicates a pickup in 
growth during the second or third 
quarter of next year. The acceleration 
should stem from a tax cut, the end of 
any inventory shakeout, and a drop in 
the rate of inflation 

At present, the inventory picture is 
clouded Real inventory accumulation 
was modest in the second quarter in 
view' of the unexpected plunge of real 
final sales. Business had been exer- 
cising extreme caution in anticipation 


of recession. 

Real inventories were reduced in the 
third quarter. Weak consumption 
during the quarter would have con- 
tributed to unwanted inventory ac- 
cumulation and to further reductions in 
ordering, but consumption in fact was 
strong. Oil inventories for the quarter 
rose, which limited the decumulation of 
total inventories. 

At this time, inventory accumulation 
is being discouraged by high financing 
costs in both nominal and real terms. 
Our forecast calls for real 
decumulation in the fourth quarter. 
Some involuntary accumulation may 
occur, however, if the poor retail sales 
performance of October sets the tone 
for that quarter. 

October’s industrial production was 
strong, a sign that goods may be en- 
tering the pipeline faster than they are 
leaving In our opinion, no significant 
sustained accumulation is likely, if the 
underlying momentum of the conomy is 
indeed a slow one. Should growth of 
real GNP in the fourth quarter be 
boosted by real inventory ac- 
cumulation, the first-quarter level of 
GNP would probably be hurt by in- 
ventory reductions. 

A final unsettling factor in the in- 
ventory picture is that real farm in- 
ventories are being reduced to an 


unusually high degree as a consequence 
of worldwide shortages. Normally, 
inventory decumulation helps to set a 
brake on the economy because it is a 
reaction to excessively high an- 
ticipations in the immediate past. 
However, the reduction of farm in- 
ventories is a weather-related 
phenomenon which is actually resulting 
in higher — not lower — prices and in 
stronger near-term consumption and 
investment demand by farmers. 

Hence, the economy is currently a lot 
stronger than is implied by the actual 
and projected real GNP figures for the 
third and fourth quarters. 

The alternative economic forecast 
calls for consumption gains to continue 
at a more rapid pace than in the first 
scenario. The gains in consumption 
would stem from inflation hedging and' 
the large amount of wealth ac- 
cumulated in recent years by a 
segment of the consumer population 
that has made enormous profits from 
real estate and stocks which are still 
unleveraged and from speculation in 
precious metals. A second assumption 
in this forecast is that governments of 
other industrial nations will respond to 
high unemployment rates with early, 
rather than late efforts to reflate their 
economies.

Detroit Diesel 
Allison’s Romulus 
complex, covering a 375- 
acre site, has three 
significant efforts un- 
derway for 1981. 

The expansion of the 
Engineering Center, 
announced last June, is 
expected to be com- 
pleted late this year. 
New' engine test 
facilities are being 
added to enable DDA to 
comply with stringent 
1984 and proposed 1985 
federal exhaust 
emission regulations.

The expansion of the 
Worldwide Parts 
Distribution Center,

years the Parts 
Distribution Center has 


more than doubled its 
size and more than 
tripled its parts han- 
dling capacity, in order 
to provide service parts 
to DDA engine and 
transmission users 
around the world. 

DDA’s newest engine, 
the 8.2-liter Fuel Pin- 
cher has received wide 
acceptance in the 
medium-duty truck and 
school bus market. This 
engine, which was first 
produced in late-1979, is 
manufactured in a plant 
built specifically for i 
on the Romulus com 
plex. The Fuel Pinche: 
was designed to con - 
pete with gasolir e 
engines in the mediui i- 
duty trucks and buses. 
Since this relative y 
low-cost diesel offers a 
fuel savings of up to -0 
percent over gasolii.e 
engines in similar use. it 
is expected to continue 
to capture an increased 
share of the market in 
1981 

The Romulus complex 
also houses a large 


parts manufacturing 
plant, opened in 1976. 
The parts manufac- 
turing plant supplies 
diesel engine parts to 
DDA’s manufacturing 
plant in Redford, Mi., 
and to the Parts 
Distribution Center for 
shipment to customers 
around the world 
Detroit Diesel Allison 
manufactures medium- 
and heavy-duty diesel 
engines in Redford 
Township and Romulus. 
It also produces heavy- 
duty automatic tran- 
smissions and gas 
turbine engines in In- 
dianapolis, Ind .and has 
manufacturing and 
assembly operations in 
Wellingborough, 

England. Peterhead. 
Scotland, and Rot- 
terdam. The 
Netherlands

Rising costs concern health care field

As we enter 1981, the general 
economic conditions in the nation are 
all too familiar: spiraling and 
seemingly uncontrollable inflation 
remains with us. along with 
skyrocketing interest rates, lagging 
productivity and major employee 
layoffs. 

The effect of the overall economy is 
compounded in the health care field 
where escalating costs, though 
moderating somewhat, still cause deep 
concern. At the same time, we are 
experiencing greater utilization of 
health care facilities and services. 

This combination of inflation and 
recession affects the health insurance 
business significantly. Many health 
insurers have suffered a loss of 
premium income as employee layoffs

have increased and as employers, 
seeking ways to reduce the cost for 
employee health care programs and 
avoid state mandated insurance 
benefits, have drifted in growing 
numbers toward self-insurance 
programs. The loss of premium income 
coupled with greater-than-anticipated 
claim cost has resulted in significant 
increases in medical insurance loss 
ratios. 

The disability insurance business has 
also been affected by the economy. As 
employee layoffs have occurred, the 


incidence of disability claims has in- 
creased Inflation also has caused the 
value of the disability income benefit to 
decrease. Insurers have responded by 
offering cost-of-living supplements 
while seeking ways to refihe claim cost 
controls and reduce administrative and 
sales expense 

The state of the nation’s economy has 
deferred the enactment of any com- 
prehensive national health insurance 
program for the forseeable future, 
although a catastrophic insurance 
proposal may still be in the wind It has

also focused attention on the problems 
of overinsurance through the multiple 
public and private disability income 
insurance programs available, 
resulting in positive action by Congress 
on the relations of Social Security 
disability income benefits to prior 
earnings. 

The number one problem facing the 
nation’s health care system in 1981 will 
continue to be the problem that plagued 
us in 1980: health cost inflation and how 
to control it. Last year Americans spent 
$212 billion for health care — nine 
percent of the gross national product. 
Predictions are that this will rise to 10 
percent by 1985, unless something is 
done. If costs are not contained, we fear 
that our present methods of payi-ng for 
health care could become seriously 
distorted, which could adversely affect 
the ways in which health care is made 
available 

Solutions to this problem are being 
pursued by health insurers and others. 
Health promotion and disease 
prevention programs are being ad- 
vocated to keep people well and on the 
job. Interest in alternative health care 
delivery systems has been stimulated. 

Employers, providers, insurers and 
other community groups are forming 
health care coalitions to seek ways to 
jointly impact care cost inflation. And 
insurers are changing their benefit 
design to offer incentives to cut costs 
through Second Surgical Opinion. Pre- 
Admission Testing, Home Health Care 
and various other programs. 

The problem of cost containment has 
been exacerbated by the shifting of the 
cost of public health care programs to 
the private sector. This occurs when the 
government decides to cut back its 
reimbursements to hospitals for 
Medicare and Medicaid patients under 
the guise of cost containment 

What happens, however, is that the 
privately insured patient is forced to 
make up the difference. Those insured 
by commerical insurance companies 
are especially hard hit. In the end, 
everyone pays for this inequity, which 
should be called what it is — cost 
shifting — and not cost containment. 

Another extremely serious challenge 
to the health insurance business — and 
to the nation — is finding ways to 
reduce existing gaps in coverage. 
Tremendous gains have been made, to 
be sure. In 1970, only 159 million people 
had some form of private health in- 
surance. Today, that number had 
climbed to 183 million — approximately 
nine of every 10 Americans, including 
148 million protected against 
catastrophic expenses by major 


medical insurance. 

Despite this progress, the fact 
remains that millions of Americans 
have no health insurance, or 
inadequate insurance The Health 
Insurance Association of America, 
through its member companies, is 
giving top priority in 1981 to its con- 
tinuing efforts to provide coverage for 
those not now covered — the unin- 
surables and the unemployed — as well 
as for those w ith inadequate protection. 


Positive, voluntary action plans for 
filling the gaps — as much as possible 
without legislation — are being con- 
sidered and should be forthcoming 
It is our belief that every American, 
regardless of station, should have 
access to adequate health care. As 
insurers, we expect to continue working 
together with government, employers, 
providers and other insuring 
organizations to see to it that this goal 
becomes a reality.

The third assumption is that Federal 
j Reserve policy will be judged as 
initially inadequate to discourage 
economic activity and will then become 
overly restrictive, as was the case 
earlier this year. 

/ ^ We believe that the first scenario is 
the more logical. At this time, however, 
.the data confirms neither case. The 
second scenario would permit larger 
gains in real GNP in each of the next 
-;^two quarters, but would be followed by 
a moderately severe economic con- 
J traction in the second quarter of 1981. 


At that point, consumer spending 
would have contracted because of an 
overly high rate of inflation and the 
Federal Reserve’s strong moves to 
constrain the inflation rate. The degree 


of contraction could be mitigated, of 
course, by a possible tax cut that would 
have a net short-term effect of 
stimulating inflation. 

Merrill Lynch Economics forecast 
indicates somewhat more modest 
growth assumptions for the second half 
of this year and a somewhat greater 
growth assumption for early next year. 

We continue to believe that the 
recovery projected for next year w f ill be 
the slowest in the post-war period. 
Nevertheless, a slow- recovery that 
helps to dampen the fires of inflation 
would be more productive in prolonging 
the duration of the expansion We 
believe that investors are now willing to 
trade a slower initial rate of gain in 
corporate earnings for a lower rate of 
inflation.

percent and qualifies 
him for $6,000 in tax 
write-offs. 

"If the investor is in 
the 50 percent tax write- 
off bracket, then he 
would get the $3,000 
back,” Workman said 

"Investor payments 
stop after five years, but 
the tax write-off con- 
tinues for an additional 
five years,” said Work- 
man 

“After the five-year 
period when the buyer is 
more likely able to 
afford the monthly 
payment increase, the 
payments go up by 
applications of the 
current mortgage in- 
terest rate. If the buyer 
decides to sell the 
property, the buyer and 
investor share in the 
appreciated value of the 


home, if any,” he added 

The homeowner can 
purchase the investor’s 
share of the mortgage 
through a payback 
agreement calculated 
when the mortgage is 
closed. He added the 
optimum time to pur- 
chase the investor’s 
share is after 10 years. 

"He can continue the 
plan for another three or 
four years if he can’t 
come up w ith the money 
at the end of the 10 year 
period, though,” Work- 
man said. 

"The payment is 
calculated to not exceed 
the first year’s 
payment, In our 
example it would not be 
more than $3,000.” 

"ERA also has 
another plan w’ith the

money. Now that the 
money is not there, w r e 
are putting together a 
package to allow 
someone to buy a home 
without involving the 
government.” 

The investor’s only 
risk is during the first 
year of the mortgage 
because if the 
homeowner defaults, 


the investor would lose 
the tax write-off. Work- 
man said the risk was 
minimal since less than 
.one percent of 
homeowners default on 
their mortgages. 

"Homeowners are 
protected by requiring 
the investor to put the 
total money he will pay 
into the plan w'hen the 


mortgage is closed or to 
produce a letter of 
credit for the total 
sum,” said Workman. 

If either the investor 
or homeowner backs out 
of the arrangement, the 
other party could then 
assume the remainder 
of the payments of the 
house to protect his 
investment

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Prime and mortgage rates are very different, broker explains

Really World Broker 
In my daily contact with property 
owners and apartment dwellers, I have 
recently discovered an interesting but 
harmful misconception. Many people 
believe that the PRIME RATE, which 
is constantly flaunted to us by the 
media, is the same as the home 
MORTGAGE RATE 
THIS IS NOT SO . . . 

The PRIME RATE is the percentage 
of interest that a bank will change its 
best customer for a commercial loan. 

The home MORTGAGE RATE is the 
percentage of interest that a lending 
institution will charge an individual 


home buyer for a new mortgage. There 
is no direct connection between these 
two different percentage rates. 

An excellent example of this fact is 
what has been taking place in our 
economy in the past year. The prime 
rate had soared to 21 percent but in 
metropolitan Detroit new conventional 
mortgages have always been available 
at 14 3 1 percent at various lending in- 
stitutions to qualified applicants. 
Government insured mortgages such 
as F.H.A. and V.A. have been available 
at 13*2 percent. These are surprising 
statistics to many who believed mor- 
tgage rates had escalated to 21 percent. 

I personally feel that the media. 


newspapers, radio and television, have 
been a contributing factor in creating 
this harmful falacy and subsequent 
slowdown in home sales. If the media 
would expend the same energy in- 
forming the general public of current 
available home mortgage rates as it 
does of the current prime rate, then 
many potential home buyers begin to 
shop for and buy both new and used 
homes. 

Please do not misunderstand, I 
certainly am not placing the blame for 
the slowdown in home sales totally on 
the media. Certainly unemployment 
and the threat of unemployment has 


definitely restricted the number of 
potential home buyers in our area 

Another contributing factor to this 
slowdown is the high percentage rate 
paid on six month time certificates. 
Many potential home buyers have 
adopted the attitude that it makes 
better financial sense to invest in these 
short term certificates that investing in 
a home. It is my opinion that this may 
not be as sound a financial move over 
the long term as it may now seem. 

I believe that shortly after the in- 
terest rate drops on time certificates, 
so also will home mortgage rates. When 
this occurs I also believe that house 
prices will rise sharply. This will create 


again a sellers' market and a sub- 
stantial profit for the existing home 
owner As we are all aware, the interest 
paid on a home mortgage is a tax 
deductible item, however the increased 
purchase price required to buy a home 
is not. 

NOW is a good time to buy At this 
time many builders and home owners 
have been placed by our current 
economy in a must sell situatin. Many 
homes sold on today's market have sold 
at 1979 and in some cases 1978 prices.

Broken bones can 't stop Ms pro kickboxer

Roger Hurd has had his nose busted 
nine times. Broken toes, fingers and 
ribs at times reminded him all too 
painfully that kickboxing is often a 
brutal sport. 

But when promoters offered him 
some $15,000 to come out of retirement 
five months ago, Hurd couldn’t refuse. 
He knocked out Terry Shipman in the 
third round and now seems intent on 
winning the world light heavyweight 
championship. 

Ranked 8th in the world by the Pro 
Karate Association, Hurd will take on 
6th rated Kerry Roop of Rochester this 
Saturday in Warren. The bout will 
feature seven, two-minute rounds of 
fast-paced foot and hand action that is 
known as professional kickboxing or 
full contact karate. 

“It’s one of the fastest growing sports 
in this country,” said Hurd, relaxing in 
his United Karate Systems gym in 
Wayne. “More and more people are 
showing up for these events. 

“I use American karate techniques 
because it combines five different 
styles of karate,” he added, “along with 
boxing techniques.” 

American karate has been good for 
Hurd, who holds a 23-2 record as a pro 
including 19 knockouts. And Hurd has 
also been good for American karate, 
tutoring nearly 300 students in his small 
gym on Michigan Ave. 

The 5-foot-10, 178-pound fighter 
competed in football for both Wayne 
Memorial High and the Quantico 
Marines before taking up korean 
karate. Within 13 months Hurd had 
earned a black belt in American karate 
and began instructing students from as 
far away as Toledo and Grand Rapids. 

“I needed work on my hands so I 
hired a boxing coach,” Hurd recalled as 
four of his students worked on the 
weight bag outside his office. “He lived 
in Alabama so I went down there on 
weekends to train.” 

During his early career in the ring 
Hurd caught the promoters’ attention 
with his quick feet and knockout punch. 
The victories mounted as he fought 
around Canada, the Silverdome, 
Madison Square Garden and 
throughout Michigan, where he’s the 
state kickboxing coach. In one of his 
memorable clashes, Hurd battered 
then* Canadian champion Ken Clark, 
forcing him into retirement with a 
broken nose, left cheekbone and four 
ribs. 

Following a brief retirement (“I 
wanted to concentrate on my school,” 
he says), Hurd is looking to moving up 
the ratings' ladder after his bout with 
Roop. 

‘This is my biggest fight to date,” 
admitted Hurd, clad in sweatshirt and 
pants. “He hits hard and beat me in a 
decision three years ago. But if you’re 
in condition, your body can take a lot of

Bitten by boat-buying bug? 
'Ode to a bass boat' is for you 


With the Greater Michigan Boat Show 
around the corner, many anglers have no 
doubt been bitten by the boat-buying bug. 
Bass boats have become expecially big 
sellers in the past few years. 

In keeping with that attitude, here’s a 
story, in prose, of a friend of mine who 
purchased a sleek bass boat a few years 
ago. 

ODE TO A BASS BOAT 
Being raised on the banks of Dale Hollow 
Y ou could say I was a bassin’ man, ' 

I’d catch bass like there was no tomorrow 
Keepin' lunkers and some for the pan. 
But spendin’ all day in a leaky johnboat

(Do pedestal seats come in leather? )

“I WANT A BASS BOAT! ”, I raved. 

The day finally came when I saved up 
enough 

So off to the dealer’s I ran,

Metalflake paint, two depthfinders. 


A tach and a new custom trailer, 

Power trim on a one hundred-fifty V-six 
And a bilge pump so I won’t have to bail 
’er. 

A trolling motor, two pedestal seats, 

A CB with all forty channels, 

Full carpeting, aerated livewells and — 
For cold weather fishing — red flan- 
nels. 

Some hatches, of course, a rod storage to 
boot, 

A fuel tank so I won’t have to row, 

Full instrumentation and lots of decals 
And a double-knit jumpsuit to go. 
Nobody told me when I moved up here 
That the North had a fish called a trout, 
Bassmen will probably boo, hiss and 
sneer — 

They don’t know what I'm talking 
about. 

But to fish in a stream 
Like you see in a dream, 

Casting Cahill or Coachman or Dun 
Is hard to beat 
From my front seat, 

But . . . 

My boat ’s six feet wide, the stream 's one !

punishment." 

Hurd estimates that nine rounds of 
full contact karate compares to 18 
rounds of conventional boxing. Eight 
kicks above the waist must be at- 
tempted each round by the combatants 
with points deducted for every miss. 
Judges score rounds on a 10-point must 
system, similar to boxing. 

‘To a layman, the whole thing can be 
devastating,” Hurd explained. “All you 
see is hands and feet coming from all 
directions. Most of my knockouts have 
been with the hands after I used my feet 
to set it up.” 

Nearing the end of his training for 
Saturday’s bout, Hurd has averaged 
running five to seven miles a day 
during the past two months. His boxing 
work is supervised by coach Bill Toth. 

And what does Hurd’s family think of 
his hazardous occupation? 

“My wife, Susan, is all for it,” he 
declared. “She encourages me 100 
percent — sl)e sits in my corner and 
gives me a kiss before the fight.” (The 


Hurds live in Belleville with their son 
Roger, eight, and daughter Shalea 
Nichelle, fourteen months.) 

“As long as I keep up my life in- 
surance everything is fine,” joked 
Hurd. “Of course, I pay a higher 
premium.” 

At 28, this pro kickboxer envisions 
some five more years in the ring before 
retirement. Then the instructor will 
concentrate on his students and the 
planned $1.2 million Roger Hurd’s 
Physical Fitness Academy in Canton. 
The proposed health facility, scheduled 
for groundbreaking later this year, will 
feature American karate instruction, 
racquetball courts, swimming pool, 
indoor track and restaurant. 

But for today, the quest for the world 
light heavyweight kickboxing cham- 
pionship continues. And Kerry Roop is 
next on the agenda. 

“I’m feeling very good,” smiled 
Hurd, whose purse for the bout is in the 
$25,000 range. “It’ll be over in the third 
round.”

Wimp rock or not, Seymour's debut 
solo album prompts repeated listening 


PHIL SEYMOUR 
(Boardwalk) 

“Surprisingly enough,” the man said, 
pointing to the album in my hand, “it’s 
good. It’s real power-poppy though, but I 
like it.” 

His girlfriend stared at me from under 
too much mascara and replied “Wimp- 
rock!,” and taking her hands out from 
the pockets of her too-small black leather 
jacket, proceeded to mull over the early 
Clash albums in the import section. 

This is all true, happening last week at 
Schoolkid’s Records in Ann Arbor, but a 
few things need clarification. First of all, 
I didn’t need any outside opinions to help 
me make up my mind about picking up 
Phil Seymour’s new album, as I’ve been a 
fan of his since he was 50 percent of the 
Dwight Twilley Band (remember “I’m 
On Fire”?), and have been eagerly 
awaiting this LP for sometime. 

As for the girl’s viewpoint, chalk that 


one up to her obvious feelings that 
anything with melodv. harmonies, and a 
beat of lower than 8/4 as being “wimpy.” 
My gosh, it’s even got an honest-to-god hit 
single on it— how uncool... 

Well, “wimp-rock” or not, Phil 
Seymour’s debut solo album is certainly 
a fine one, and as good a testament to 

f lood ‘ol rock ‘n’ roll as has come along 
or some time now. 

Mixing occasional 50’s type rhythms 
with his more predominate 60’s pop 
sensibility, Seymour has made an album 
that is at once accessible and listenable, 
but doesn’t wear thin with repeated 
listenings, as often happens with records 
of this type. 

The alDum’s first single, “Precious To 
Me,” sounds very much like a hit. 
Although a bit too' sugar-coated for my 
tastes (and the only song on the album I 
feel that way about), it sounds made to 
order for AM radio, and would probably 
sound better coming from a tiny tran- 


sistor than from a stereo anyway. 

Fellow Okie Dwight Twilley con- 
tributed two songs to his former partner’s 
album, and both “Love You So Much” 
and “Then We go Up” are good rockers. 
Lead guitarist Bill Pitcock also adds a 
couple of numbers, one of which, “Don’t 
Blow Your Life Away,” is very 
reminiscent of Cheap Trick at their best 
(quite a compliment). 

And it’s good to see someone covering a 
Bobby Fuller song other than “I Fought 
The Law,” and this version of “Let Her 
Dance” is red hot, with some niftv lead 
guitar work added by 20/20’s Steve Allen 
(whose own band should have a new 
album outany time now). 

My favorite number is “I Found A 
Love,” with its irresistible chorus 
wrapping itself snugly around your 
libido, urging you to sing, whistle, or hum 
along from beginning to end— and then 
play the song over.

Wayne finally

Ypsilanti’s long domination of Wayne 
Memorial’s basketball team came to an 
abrupt end last week. 

For the first time in 17 years the 
Wayne Zebras defeated the perennial 
basketball power.

With a name like Smith, one tends to pay special at- 
tention to little stories involving the “label” and here’s 
one I chanced on recently. 

A struggling writer called on a publisher to find out 
about a manuscript he had submitted. 

“Your novel is well written,” said the editor, “but we 
publish books only by writers with well-known names.” 

’ ‘That’s fine ! ” cried the caller, “My name’s Smith. ” 


I don’t know how much attention you pay to “ad” 
recipes in your monthly magazines but if you’ve bypassed 
those supplied (complete with photos) by the Campbell 
Soup people, you’re missing up some very tasty dishes. 


And I speak from experimentation, having tried a 
second chicken dish which sounded good and for which I 
had all the ingredients. We’re chicken lovers at our house 
and any new way to doctor up the (still) economical fryer, 
roaster or hen is always welcome. 


Last night’s meal also gave me the chance to use still 
more of that green pepper I’d frozen last summer, (and I 
put up LOTS of it!) Having processed them two ways, 
diced and quartered, this was the time to use those 
quarters which I cut in strips as directed. BUT - since I 
left them frozen, I added them earlier than the last 15 
minutes as called for. In fact, they were put in (atop the 
meat) about 15 minutes after I’d put the mixture on a 
gentle simmer. I also added fresh mushrooms halved 
rather than sliced because we are addicted to mushrooms 
and like the meatiness of larger pieces. 


Served with rice, some sauteed zucchini and celery and 
carrot sticks, this was truly a delicious and easy meal to 
serve. I have learned I’m not a 2-person cook so I almost 
always make full recipes then freeze portions for the two 
of us since it takes no longer to cook family-style than for 
cozy twosomes. 


CHICKEN CACCIATORE 


2 lbs. chicken parts ( I had 10 pieces ) 

3 T. flour 

2 T. olive or cooking oil 
1 can ( IO - 3 4 oz. ) Campbell’s tomato soup 
one-third cup dry red wine OR one-third cup water 

4 cup sliced or diced onion (as you prefer) 

1 cup fresh mushrooms, sliced, halved or whole 
4 tsp. basil leaves, crushed 

4 tsp. oregano leaves, crushed 

2 large cloves garlic, minced (I used one and it added a 
gentle flavor ; use 2 if you prefer garlic “heavy”) 

1 small bay leaf 

1 small green pepper, cut in strips 


Dust chicken with flour (I shake it in a paper bag). 
Brown chicken in heated oil in skillet. Add soup, liquid, 
onion, mushrooms and seasonings. Cover, cook over low 
heat 45 minutes, adding those green peppers 15 minutes 
after starting mixture. Directions say to stir occasionally; 
I moved peppers and mushrooms aside as I turned pieces 
just once. If cooked very gently, it’s not necessary to stir 
more than that Keep peppers and mushrooms atop 
mixture so they don’t get overcooked and mushy. 

I think you’ll like this one!

Occasionally a female dog that is in 
heat will accidentally be bred. 

TTiis predicament can lead to many 
unwanted puppies. Rather than having 
puppies 63 days after she has been bred, 
there are other alternatives you may 
take to prevent the unwanted litter. 

There is a hormone injection that 
your veterinarian can give that will 
prevent your dog from becoming 
pregnant. This injection must be given 
within seventy two hours after the 
breeding in order to be effective (the 
sooner, the better). 

The injection has a high rate of ef- 
fectiveness, but when dealing with any 
biological system, nothing is 100 per- 
cent sure. 

The injection may cause further 
complications such as the dog staying 
in heat longer or she may enter into 
heat again within a short period of time. 
It is important to watch the female 
closely to avoid her from being bred 
again. 

This hormone injection of estrogen 
may also increase the possibility of an 
uterine infection by as much as 10 


percent. 

If an uterine infection should occur, 
antibiotics are not effective in the 
treatment of the infection and the 
ovaries and uterus must be removed as 
soon as possible. 

Also, an anemia can be caused by 
high doses of this drug. The anemia 
occurs very rarely but cannot be 
corrected and may lead to the death of 
the female. There are always risks 
involved with medical treatment. 
Pregnancy has its own risks and it may 
be better to prevent unwanted puppies 
w'ith the estrogen injection. 

Another alternative you may choose 
to avoid having an unwanted litter 
would be to have the female spayed as 
soon as she goes out of heat. The 
surgery must be performed just after 
the heat since the uterus and blood 
vessels increase in size during 
pregnancy thus increasing the risks of 
the surgery. 

It is best not to allow your female to 
be bred in order to avoid any un- 
necessary problems. However, ac- 
cidents can happen and if you are un- 
certain as to what is best for your pet, 
contact your veterinarian for 
professional advice.

Charter commissioners 
to hold area talks 


fanton will host the Feb 5 meeting of 
the 27 Wayne county charter Com- 
missioners to give area residents an 
opportunity to give input and express 
thfar concerns about the new county 
charter. 

Lt. Gov. James Brickley will 
discuss the intent of the state 
Legislature in mandating county 
reorganization. 

Bart Berg, Charter Commissioner of 
the 27th district, announced this week 
thrit the Charter Commissioners will 
hold a regular public meeting from 6 to 
7:30 p.m. on Thursday, Feb. 5 at Canton 
Township Hall, 1150 S. Canton Center 
RcL, just south of Cherry Hill Road. 

'‘That will be a meeting of the 
Charter Commissioners. The public, of 
course, is able to sit in on that session if 
they want to listen,” Berg said. 


“However, the public is especially 
invited to come at 7:30 p.m., when local 
people will be given an opportunity to 
tell the Charter Commissioners exactly 
what they would like to see in the new 
charter.” 

Berg’s 27th District includes the four 
cities of Wayne, Westland, Belleville 
and Plymouth and the townships of 
Canton, Sumpter, Van Buren, 
Plymouth and Northville. 

“We also urge other nearby com- 
munity residents to attend, especially 
those from Romulus, Inkster, Garden 
City and Livonia,” Berg said. 

Berg said there would be 11 such 
meetings in various districts of Wayne 
County to give local residents a better 
opportunity to express their feelings to 
their elected representatives drafting a 
charter for the county. 


He pointed out that residents should 
express specific concerns so they can 
be directed to the eight committees 
helping to draft the charter. 

Berg is on the two committees he 
wanted to serve on. One is a group that 
studies the “Executive Branch — line 
departments, elected officials” and the 
other committee is the “Executive 
Branch — line department, non-elected 
officials,” such as health department, 
sanitation, air pollution and noise 
abatement departments. 

Each of the eight committees will 
have defined areas to study and come 
up with recommendations. 

The other six committees, and their 
areas of study, include: “Executive 
Branch — chief executive officer and 
staff department; Personnel — civil 


service, retirement and eliminating 
nepotism; Finance and Taxation — 
assessments, tax allocations, taxes, 
budges and finances; Legislative — to 
look into the number of elected com- 
missioners, their functions and duties. 

The other three committees are the 
governmental relations committee — 
investigate the relationship between 
Wayne County Government and its 
constituent municipalities, such as 
cities, townships and school districts; 
and the Style and Drafting Committee, 
which will formulate what is sub- 
stantive and then write it clearly and in 
good style for the new Wayne County 
Charter. 

William H O’Brien is the new 
executive director of the Charter 
Commission, but not until it took three 
votes by the Charter Commission at a
